A Bit of Discussion Among the 
Coopers. 


An Early Settlement of the Troubles of 
the Cigar-Makers Looked For. 


The strike remains in statu quo, with nothing 
new to record. 


The Cigar-Makers. 

The cigar makers held a mass meeting at 
Turner Hai) last night, and will bave a confer- 
cence meeting with the bosses to-morrow at 
3:30 o'clock at the same place. 
They will also have another 
mass meeting on Friday night. It 
is probable that there will be an endto the 
Cigar-inakers’ strike before next Monday. 


The Stove Moulders. 

‘here was the usual meeting of the exccutive 
committee of the Stove Moulders’ Union tiis 
morning, but no change iu the situation was 
reported. 

The Coopers. 

Eiaborate preparations have been made by 
the striking coopers fortheir ball, which takes 
place Thursday evening. Ten days ago each 
member was provided with a number of tick- 
ete, most all of which bave been sold, great care 
being taken to allow none but proper persons 
to purchase them. 

The hall has been profusely decorated for 
the occasion, andthe whole building touched 


up in a manner which tells that something un- 
usual is about to happen. 

The strikers feel encouraged over the new 
boom given to their movement by the clos- 
ing ot all the shops in the city. 
A new circular is to be immediately issued ex- 
plaining the state of affairs, and will be sent to 
every coopers’ union in the United States. The 
objectis to obtain aid forthe strike and pre- 
vent outside coopers trom coming to the city 
so long as it continues. 

The meeting was called to order this morning 
at Vorwaerts Hall, 500 coopers being present. 

After the usual preliminary business had been 
disposed of a communication from Pana, III., 
signed by two coopers who lett the city a few 
days ago for the purpose of obtaining work in 
that place, and picturing the gloomy state of 
— existing there, was read and placed on 

6. 

One of the bosses appearing in the hall at this 
point ofthe proceedings, Mr. Sheutter moved 
that henceforth no proprietor be allowed to ad- 
dress the meeting, which was carried. 

Mr. Fenton stated that he had received the 
names of a number of coopers who had applied 
for situations at Jaynes & Co. 's and Wonder- 
lich’s shops. 

Mr. Kellogg moved that Mr. Fenton read the 
names ot these individuals. 

An exciting debate followed, many of the 
strikers using harsh language towards Mr. Fen- 
ton, openly expressing their doubt: as to bis 
veracity, and demanding that he furnish sub- 
stantial proofs ot his statement. 

Mr. O’Brien clamored for a reading of the 
names, that an immediate disposition ot the 
case might be taken. 

Mr. Fenton said that neither Mr. O’Brien nor 
aregiment of O’Briens could compel him to 
open his mouth when he destred to keep it 
closed. 

This raised the ire of Mr. O’Brien and sever- 
al others, all of whom occupied the floor at the 
same time, and their voices, mingling with tbe 
cries of ‘‘order,’’ ‘‘question’’ and the noise 
produced by the president’s gave], completed 
the scene of confusion.

The Authorship of the Declaration of 
Independence. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A few weeks ago an article appeared in the 
New York Sun, over the signature W. II. 
II., which undertook to claim for Thomas 
Paine the authorship of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. The reasons for the support of 
the claim thus advanced were so shallow as 
scarcely to excite attention on the part of well 
informed peopic. But many editors, probably 
from the lack of something else novel and sen- 
sational, reproduced the article, and thus 
gave it a currency that it in no wise deserved. 

Fortunately for thetruth of history, such 
claims for the exaltation of Mr. Paine, at the 
expense of the reputation of Jefferson, are 
of easy exposure. Lossing’s History of the 
United States,’’ published in 1859, will cer- 
tainly be recognized as truthful and accurate. 
On page 251, after reciting the resolution of- 
fered by Richard Henry Lee declaring ‘ ‘that 
these united colonies are, and of right ought 
tobe, free and independent States,’’ Mr. 
Lossing says: 

A committee was appointed (June 11) to 
draw up a declaration in accordance with the 
resolution and were instructed to report on the 
same day when the latter should be called 
up. Thomas Jefferson, ot Virginia,the young- 
est member of the committee, was chosen its 
chairman, and to bim was assigned the task of 
preparing the declaration. Adams and 
Frunklin made a fe alterations in his 
draft, and it was submitted to Congress at the 


same hour when Mr. Les's resolutuon was tak- 
en up tor eonsideration. 

And, in the supplement, or“ State Papers“ 
portion, of this history, page 589, Mr. Lossing 
says: 

The bold resolution offered tn the Continental 
Congress by K:chard Henry Lee, of Virginia, 
onthe th of June, 1776, witich declared the 
American colonies free and independent States, 
wis debated for three days, when the further 
consideration of it wus postponed until the Lst 
of July. On the day specified, the motion was 
brought up in the committee of the whole 
House. The draft of a Declaration of Inde- 
pendence wus reported at the same time, and, 
tor three consecutive days, it was debated by 
paragraphs, seriatim. Many alterutions,oimis- 
sions and amendments were made. The follow, 
ing is a copy of the originai dratt trom the pen 
of Jhomas Jefferson, belore any amendments 
were made in committee of the whole. 

As of further interest in the history of this 
event, Mr. Lossing appends the following 
foot-note, pages 589 and 590: 

John Adams, in his autobiography, gives 
the following reasons why Mr. Jefferson was 
chosento write the Declaration: ‘‘Mr. Jetfer- 
son bad now been about a yeura member of 
Congress, but had attended his duty inthe 
House a very small part of the time, and when 
there had never spoken in public. During the 
whole time Isat with bim in Congress I had 
never heurd him utter three sentences to- 
gether. 

„It will nuturaily be inquired how it hap- 
pened that he wus appointed on a committee 
of such importance. There were more reasons 
than one. Mr. Jefferson nad the 
reputation of a masterly pen; 
he had been chosen a delegate in Virginia in 
consequence of avery handsome public paper 
which he had written tor the House ot Bur- 
gesses, which had given him the character of a 
fine writer? Another reason was, that Rich- 
ard Henry Lee was not beloved by the most of 
his colleagues from Virginia, and Mr. Jefferson 
was sent up torivaland supplanthim. This 
could be done only by the pen, for Mr. Jetfer- 
son could stand no competition with him, or 
any one else, in elocution and pubtic debate. 

»The committee had several meetings, in 
which were proposed the articies of which the 
Declaration was to consist, and minutes made 
oftbem. The committee thon appointed Mr. 
Jefferson and me to draw them up in 
torm and clothe them in a proper 
dress. This sub-committee met and con- 
sidered the minutes, making such 
observations on them as then occurred, when 
Mr. Jefferson desired meto take them to my 
lodgings and make the dratt. This I declined, 
and gave several reasons for so doing: 

„1. That he was a Virginian and I a Massa- 
chusettensian. 2. That he was a Southern man 
and Ila Northern one. 3. TiatI had been 80 
obnoxious for my early and cé@nstant zeal in 
promoting the measure, that every draft of 
mine would undergo a more severe scrutiny 
and criticism in Congress than one of his com- 
position. 4. And lastiy—and that would be 
reason enough, if there were no other—I had a 
great opinion of the elegance of his pen and 
none at all of my oon. I, therefore, insisted 
that no hesitation should be made on his part. 
He accordingly took the minutes and, in aday 
or two, produced to me bis draft.’’ 


These historical and contemporary evidences 
are certainly suflicicnt to put the question of 
the authorship of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence forever at rest, even in the minds of the 
most skeptical. The latter day admirers of 
Mr. Thomas Paine must look to some other 
means to extricate the author of The Age of 
Reason’’ from the odium and unpopularity 
which that work entailed upon him.

This is the expression of 
every close observer at home and ot every well - 
informed visitor from abroad. The men en- 
gaged in it are energetic and pos- 
sessed of ampie capital, and as a 
result their business extends east as 
far as Onio, north as far as Minnesota, west as 
far as the Pacific coast, and south as far as the 
Gulf of Mexico. Noclassof business men here 
have done so much, perhaps, iu 

EXPLORING NEW TERRITORY 
and in widening the fleld of St. Louis trade. It 
would astonish one to look into the 
order books of some of the above 
named establishments. He would 
see that St. Louis supplies hardware to over 
one-halfjthe territory embraced inthe United 
States and Territories.

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IN THE SADDLE. 


Winning Two Million Dollars on the 
Backs of Blooded Horses. 


Mounting Thousands of Racers and Cap- 
turing Thousands of Purses, 


New Facts About Important Events on the 
Turf, 


From the N. v. Sun. 

To a regular attendant at races, the jockeys 
who ride soon become objects of interest. 
While all, except a tew who mount steeple- 
chasers, are very small, they differ widely in 
form, features, and characteristics. Their 
manner of riding varies fully as much as their 
features. All, however, have a keen, stable 
air;some with faces sharp and attenuated as 
Old Time’s, others with faces flat as pancakes, 
as it horses bad rolled over them. There is little 
Barrett, who rides as easily and holds his horse 
as finelyinarace as John Murphy does in a 
trot, always to win if possible. Hughes, the 
cunning, generally eager to get the best of the 
send off; dark little Murphy from the South, 
who knows how to ride a waiting and winning 
race; thesuppie Walker, who rode the tastcst 
tour miles ever runin the world, 7:15%, on 
Ten Broeck; plucky Sayers, son of the most 
valiant boxer the world ever saw; Fisher, the 
agile, who often rides to victory: natty Evans, 
who often wins and sometimes loses; Meaney, 
the great steeplechase rider, who occasionally 
lifts his horse over the last furlong; Gafiney, 
who can land at times before his horse; Me- 
Laugblin, the mite; Costello, the nimble; Hay- 
ward, with the strong grip and easy motion; 
Dan Sparling, the graceful; Nolan, the lively; 
Donohue, the steady; Biayjylock, the scythe; 
Ringo, the rattler; Williams, the mosquito,and 
a swarm of others. 

The most remarkable figure on horseback, 
however, and one which will remain longest in 
the memory, is that of a little old man whois 
now winning bisshare of races on Brighton 
Beach. Dressed in the neatest and clean- 
est trousers, jacket and cap, his close-cropped 
silver hair, clear blue eyes, and tresh, sifh- 
burned complexion, adding beauty to his trim- 
built little figure, he sits his horse like a part 
of the animal, straight as an arrow. While 
restiess boys bound away infalse starts the 
old man waits like a statue, patiently, until 
allareon even terms, before he allows his 
horse to rush off. He then guides his racer with 
a cool hand through the ruck, rising and fall- 


ing gracefully with the motion of his horse, 
never coming down like aspile driver on the 
saddle. This man is thetamous Gil. Patrick. 
Forty-eight years ago he rode his first race on 
Long Island. Sunday, Aug. 17, 1879, was his 
sixty-second birthday. 

I called on the old man at the close of the late 
three days’ rain storm. The sun shone bright- 
ly into his room. Through the open window 
came a delicious breeze from the sea. Gil. 
Patriek’s blue eves sparkled. They were clear- 
er than the ripples which danced off in the sun 
light. He had ridden Bayard and Baton Rouge, 
the two best horses at Brighton Beach, along the 
shore for abreather. The track inside the in- 
closure was wet and beavy, giving no chance 
tor races that day, so there was plenty of time 
te tulk. The old man said he bad about recov- 
ered from the effects of a severe attack ofrheu- 
matism and fever, which pearly carried him off 
a year or two since. 

What drove the rheumatism from your sys- 
tom?“ I inquired. 

believe it was accomplished by simply 
taking a teaspoonful of Rochelle salts after 
each meal, according to my doctor’s direc- 
tions.’’ 

*-Where is your birthplace?’’ 

‘*I was born in Dutchess county,near Pough- 
kKeepsie, in 1817.’’ 

When did you ride your first race?“ 

In 1831. It Vas a tunny affair. I was a 
touch nut of u boy in thuse days, and liked to 
be around horses. I only weighed about six- 
ty-five pounds, saddle and all. At that time 
Mr. John Coster, a wealthy New Yorker,owned 
a fast little chestnut horse. A friend of Mr. 
Coster's had a ficet-tcoted mare in bis stable. 
One dsy these gentlemen bantered each other 
for arace. A match was made fora pipe of 
wine. 1 rode the chestnut horse, a mile 
dash, over the old Union track. All I can 
remember about the race now is that I 
rode to get there, and did, winning the wine 
tor Mr. Coster.’”’ 

5 VM nen did you ride your first race in pub- 
e: 
More than forty-five years have passed 
since I first mounted a race hñorse in a match. 
lremember the event as eleariy as if it had 
occured but yesterday. It took place on the 
Unien Course, and never was commander 
rouder over a single victory than I on hear- 

g it announced that Wild Bill, the horse I 
rode, had won the race in to straight heats. 
Very tew of the large crowd that assembled to 
witness that race are alive to day. 

How many races have you ridden since 
then?“ 

‘*That is a dificult question to answer, re- 
lied the old man. Picking up asnug looking 
Jack valiso, he opened it aud took outa roll 

of slips and memoranda, which, combined, 
contuined a sort of running record of his lile 
on theturf. 

From these memoranda it is clear thatjGil. 
Patrick has ridden at least two thousand horses 
in over five thousand races, winning about four 
thousand. In purses, stakes and matches he 
can safely say that he has won tor owners up- 
ward of 582,000, 000, not losing over $200, 000. 

During his active career he rode races in New 
York, New Jersey, Maryland, Washington, 
Virginia, Ohio, Georgia, South Carolina, Ala- 
bame, Louisiana, Mississippi, Missouri, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, California, and other States, 
as wellas England and Canada. He rode the 
great Boston and his family, including Lexing- 
ton and Lecompte, in ali their important races 
through a period of thirty-five years. One of 
the many borses of note was Kentucky, bred by 
Mr. John M. Olay. He mentions among pa- 
trons of the turt in his time such men as Henry 
Clay, John C. Calhoun, Richard M. Johnson, 
and others. 

Gil. Patrick's account of the great races bo- 
tween Boston and Fashion, Lexington aud Le- 
compte, and the first contest in England by 
American horses, furnishes some facts of in- 
terest not generally known. 

He first began to ride stake races for Mr. 
Jobn C. Stevens, who then lived in Barclay 
street. Mr. Stevens’ stables were back of the 
old Centreville Course, L. I. About the only 
acquaintance of his early turf days now living 
in this vicinity is Capt, Isaiah Rynders,who was 
a great admirer of old Boston. 

The first important match race in which Gil. 
Patrick rode came off over the Union Course, 
L. I., May 31, 1826. It was called the great 
post natch of the North against the South, HHur- 
mile heats, tor $5, a side, 
the North to name at post any 
horse raised north of Maryland, and the South 
any horse raised south of the Potomac. Col. 
Johnson, of Virginia, named the Alabama 
crack, John Bascomb, by Bertrand; Robert 
Tillotson, of New York, named Post Boy, by 
Henry. Gil. Patrick rode Post Loy, while 
Willis, a celebrated rider at that time, rode 
Bascomb. 

Turfmen from the South attended the race in 
large numbers, among them Richard M. Jonn- 
son, ot Kentucky, afterward Vice-President, 
und Gen. Hampton, father of Wade Hampton. 
New York furnished an immense crowd, the 
largest that had appeared on the Union Course 
up to that time. 

Post Boy, said Gil. Patrick, ‘‘who had a 
habit of exhibiting his speed and endurance at 
the wrong time, was dull and without action 
that day, while the long-legged, light.bodied 
Bascomb was tullof life. Bascomb won the 
race in two heats. Time, 7:49, 7:51. 

The next great race, and one of the most ex- 
citing he ever rode, came off over the Union 
Course November 3, 1837. It was a four-mile- 
heat race for the Jockey Club purse of $1,000. 
The contestants were Lady Clifton, 4 years, 
owned by Col. James W. Seldon, ot Maryland; 
Fannie Wyatt, 4 years, John C. Stevens, New 
York; Pictou, 3 years, Col. W. Wynn, Virginia, 
and Mingo, 6 years, Gen. C. Irvine, Peansy)l- 
vanin. 

Most of the Jockey Clubs of the Union were 
represented at the race, while a delegation of 
Indian chiefs, on their way to Washington, 
were aroused to a fever pitch on secing the 
struggle. A turf writer of that day thus wrote 
of it: It was a race that will be remembered 
by each of tne thirty thousand persons who 
witnessed it to their dying day, and its history 
will go down through all time as oneot the 
most fearfully contested and glorious victories 
ever achieved by the high-mettied racer 
nase, Clitton and her honest rider, Gil. Pat- 
rick. 

Pictou took the first heat in 7:44—the quick- 
est ever made by atbree-year-old at that time 
in America. Lady Clifton took the second heat 
in 7:43, and the third and race in 7:56, 

After a long campaign through the Southern 
States, Gil, Patrick wassentfor at New Or- 
leans, in the spring ot 1842, to come North aud 
ride Boston in his match against Fashion. 
This race was one ofthe greatest to be found 
in the annals ofthe American turf. It was 
another match where Mason and Dixon’s line 
divided the friends and backers of the racers. 
Fashion was own r. Wu 
liam Gibbons, of New Jersey, and Boston by 
Messrs. W. R. Johnson and James Long, of 
Petersburg, Va. 

The race, four mile heats, was run on Tues- 
day, May 10, 1842. The stakes were $20,000 a 
side. Fasbion,5 years, dy imp. Trustee, out 
ot Bonnet’s Bine, carrying 111 pounds, was 
ridden by Joseph Laird; Boston, 9 years, by 
Timaleon, out of Robin Brown's dam, carried 
126 pounds, including Gil. Patrick. 

Some idea of the interest excited by this race 
may be formed trom the fact that nearly 60,-

Mr. Lane O'Neill, who beiongs to 
the profession which Mr. Guppy adorned, ap- 
pears to have adopted a somewhat similar 
method of procedure with Miss Julia McEvera, 
in whose uncle’s office he was once au articied 
clerk. Mr. O'Neill, however, had no opportu- 
nity of diversifying his study of 
‘*Tidd’s Practice, that favorite work ot Uriah 
Heep, with the less arid society of Miss Mc- 
Evers, tor he did not make her acquaintance 
until he set up for himself in London, when s/ie 
was just leaving school at the ingenuous age et 
sixteen. Besides her other charms her fortune 
was £1,300 in cash, ‘‘with prospects of much 
more. It is not every one who is attracted by 
maidens fresh from school. Some of the 


plainer sex sre apt to be a little alarmed by the 
engaging frankness, the gushing and blushing 
enthusiasm, of these young creatures. It is 
said, however, that when the attraction is felt 
at all it is very strong indeed. Either 
Mr. O'Neill felt it, or he felt indis- 
posed to lose £1,300, with prospects of much 
more. At any rate he showed marked at- 
tention’’ to Miss McEvers, both in London and 
afterward in Cork, where her father liyed. lu 
Cork Mr. O'Neill delivered a lecture on ‘‘Irish- 
men in England, in which he doubtless took 
some revenge Ou the base Saxons among whom 
his days ot exile are passed. Atall events he 
eujoyed the society of Miss McEvers, and, ac- 
cording to ber, made ber an olfer of marriage. 
From Cork be went to Dublin, and thence sigh- 
ed his regrets to My dear Julia’’ for the 
‘‘thrice happy days’’ that were no more. 
When Mr. O'Neill got to London he 
became more ardent than ever. He 
then averred that the ‘‘ perfume of her last kiss 
still lingered on his lips, a phrase. which sug 

gests that Mr. O'Neill, in the course of his pro- 
fessional avocation, must have beard Sergeant 
Parry plead the cause of the desolate and be- 
truyed. The next sentence, however, was un- 
fortunately never finished. ‘* With those large 
blue eyes gazing on me, wrote this romantic 
solicitor, und your tair aruis twining round 
my neck—but I must not continue.’’ Perhaps, 
the aposiopesis was prudent. At any rate it is 
effective. Thenext letter shows Mr. O'Neill 
under the depressing intluence of a cold, and 
longing that her „blue eyes were 
there to act as acharmer.’’ Certainly if blue 
eyes could cure a cold they would be what 
Rosalind calls a cleanlier shift“ than Murk 
Iwain's celebrated remedy, or the much ad- 
vertised Alkaram. The letter unfortunately 
contains an allusion to an ‘‘old admirer,’’and 
concludes with the writer’s decluration that he 
will be frank with his sweet blue eyes, 
which of course refers, not to Mr. O’Neili’s 
own visual organs, but to the cyes, or rather 
perhapsto the tout ensemble, ot Miss Julia 
MckEyers. Like Charles Lamb’s beauty, how- 
ever, which the too literaljScotchman protested 
that he bad neverduly appreciated,the phrase 
is gramuatically susceptible of two interpre- 
tations. It is sad to find 
that by January, 1879, Mr. O'Neill 
bas taken to addressing his blue eyes as Dear 
Madame,’’ and that he says he has ‘‘tried for 
some time to be silent, merely remarking that 
it was very odd. Suffering. he says, with 
an inaccuracy of quotation excusable in the 
circumstances, ts the badge of my lot. At 
last Mr. O' Neill's letters were seturned 
through the post-oflire unopened, an erent 
which,in his own picturesque adaptation from 
Marryat, ‘‘completed the story of «a young man 
in search of a wife.’’ Miss Mckvers, however, 
brought an action for breach ot promiso at 
the Cork Assizes, and the jury have appended 
asequal to the story by awarding ber £1,000 
in the shupe of damages.

Brilliant Social Eveut at Oconomowoc—The

The Fresh Air, Flower and Ice Char- 
ities Reviewed, 


A Record of Good Work Nobly 
Done. 


The Results in the Past znd the Plans for 
the Future. 


As the cool weather approaches the season 
of missions draws to a close. The Fresh Air 
Mission has aJreacy closed its labors for the 
year, and wiih the first frost the flower and 
ice dist ibution will cease. 

THE FRESH ATR MISSION 

began its labors on the 19th of July, taking 
five hundred cbildren and mothers down the 
river on the stcamer Chas. P. Choutecau. The 
managers ofthe charity found it difficult at 
first to make the people in whose 
benefit the trips were made 
understand the nature of the work, which was 
simply to give all the health and vigor of the 
fresh river Lrceezes to the dusty little lunes ot 
poor people's children. All the sick and ail- 
ing youngsters that could be got together were 
given free medical treatment and free medi- 
eines. It did not take long to make the mission 
popular. On the second trip there were 1,500 
passengers, and on the third over 3,000. 
Five trips in all were made, but on 
the fourth one the miserable rainy weather 
reduced the crowd to about 1,200 

The expences from all sources, including the 
charter of the boat, drugs and other necessa- 
ries,have been $683 71, which leaves a valance 
in the treasury, and much more than that 
amount could have been raised, had it been 
necessary. The physicians and the druggist 
gave their services for nothing, and a number 
of ladies accompanied the Chouteau each day 
to render all the assistance in their power to 
the mothers and the children. 

During the summer there has been no regular 
manegement. Mr. N. O. Nelson took care of the 
first part of the work, and Mr. George O. Car- 
penter ot the latter, and to these gentlenen 
belongs allthecredit of naving made the idea 
a practical success in St. Louis. 

‘or next ye.r plans are already beine made 
which will insure 
the partoft the mission. 
thorough organization will be effected, officers 
chosen und a force of some torty charitable 
ladies entisted, who will take turns in accom- 
panying the trips. Instead of distribut- 
ing the tickets of admission to the 
boat, in the haphazard method which has pre- 
viously obtained, the cirds will be placed only 
in the bands ot doctors, and none will be tak- 
en who are vot provided with the slips. 
Lurge barges will be fitted up with roofs and 
awnings ailer the tashionof New York, and 
trips wall be made twice 
week 

THE FLOWER AND ICE MiSSION 

also proposes to doa great deal more work 
in the future than it has 
done in the past, although it 
record is one of which all the members are very 
proud. The work of this charity is in two dis- 
tinct fields, one havingto do altogevher with 
the sick, the other with the poor. 

The Fiower Mission since April 30th has dis- 
tributed bouquets and reading matter ever, 
Wednesday, and uin continue its work until 
the end of October. Up to the present week 
12,227 bunches ot flowe rsand 1,363 magazines 
and periodic als of every kind have been 
upon the beds of the sick in the differeut hos- 
pitals. 

Ihe officers of the Mission are Miss Jennie 
Glover, President; Mrs. J. R. Finlay, Vice- 
President; Mrs. Horace Stone, Secretary, and 
Mrs. J. G. Barnard, Treasurer.

Mr. Jackson, the manager of the ice 
mission, is engaged in working Out 
and making practical a scheme for establishing 
R coal mission in St. Louis during the winter. 
No man is better calculated to administer a 
charity like the one proposed than Mr. Jack 
son, and under bis energetic methods the idea 
will soon take definite shape. 

He claims that a coal distribution ig more 
feasible and more charitable thanthesummer’s 
work with ice really, as the need is so 
much greater,and the coal sv much inore port- 
able. 


A Review ofthe Whole Field. 

Charitable work in St. Louis has never tak- 
en such a prominent position as in this pres- 
ent year, old institutions have worked with 
renewed vigor, and new ones have boen found- 
ed.
